the estinmated time nonconpliance i s expected
to continue if it has not been corrected,;

if the non conpliance involves an overfl ow
prior to the treatnment works, an estimate of
the quantity (in gallons) of untreated
over fl ow.

4. Reports nust be submitted to the addresses in Part
I1.B ("Reporting of Monitoring Results").

H. O her Nonconpliance Reporting. The permttee nust

report all instances of nonconpliance, not required to
be reported within 24 hours, at the tine that nonitoring
reports for Part 11.B ("Reporting of Monitoring

Resul ts") are submtted. The reports nmust contain the
information listed in Part I1.G 2 of this permt
(“Twenty-four Hour Notice of Nonconpliance Reporting”).

Noti ce of New I ntroduction of Poll utants. The

permttee nust provide notice to the Director and |daho
Departnent of Environmental Quality of:

1. Any new introduction of pollutants into the POTW
froman indirect discharger which woul d be subject
to Sections 301 or 306 of the Act if it were
directly dischargi ng those pollutants; and

2. Any substantial change in the volune or character
of pollutants being introduced into the POTWhby a
source introducing pollutants into the POTWat the
time of issuance of the permt.

3. For the purposes of this section, adequate notice
must i nclude information on:

Duty to Conply. The permittee nmust conply with al
conditions of this permt. Any permt nonconpliance
constitutes a violation of the Act and is grounds for
enforcenent action, for permt termnation, revocation
and rei ssuance, or nodification, or for denial of a
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permt renewal application.

Penalties for Violations of Permt Conditions

Gvil and Adm nistrative Penalties. Pursuant to 40
CFR 19 and the Act, any person who viol ates section
301, 302, 306, 307, 308, 318 or 405 of the Act, or
any permt condition or limtation inplenenting any
such sections in a permt issued under section 402,
or any requirement inposed in a pretreatnent

pr ogram approved under sections 402(a)(3) or
402(b)(8) of the Act, is subject to a civil penalty
not to exceed the maxi num anounts aut hori zed by
Section 309(d) of the Act and the Federal G vil

Adm ni strative Penalties. Any person may be
assessed an admnistrative penalty by the

Adm nistrator for violating section 301, 302, 306,
307, 308, 318 or 405 of this Act, or any permt
condition or limtation inplenenting any of such
sections in a permt issued under section 402 of
this Act. Pursuant to 40 CFR 19 and the Act,

adm nistrative penalties for dass | violations are
not to exceed the maxi num anounts aut hori zed by
Section 309(g)(2)(A) of the Act and the Federal
CGvil Penalties Inflation Adjustment Act (28 U.S. C
§ 2461 note) as anmended by the Debt Collection

| mprovenent Act (31 U . S.C. 8§ 3701 note) (currently
$11, 000 per violation, with the maxi mum anmount of
any ass | penalty assessed not to exceed
$27,500). Pursuant to 40 CFR 19 and the Act,
penalties for Cass Il violations are not to exceed

approved under section 402(a)(3) or 402(b)(8)
of the Act, is subject to crimnal penalties
of $2,500 to $25,000 per day of violation, or
i mprisonnent of not nmore than 1 year, or both.
In the case of a second or subsequent
conviction for a negligent violation, a person
shal |l be subject to crimnal penalties of not
nore than $50, 000 per day of violation, or by
i mprisonnent of not nore than 2 years, or

bot h.

Knowi ng Viol ations. Any person who know ngly
vi ol ates such sections, or such conditions or
l[imtations is subject to crimnal penalties
of $5,000 to $50, 000 per day of violation, or
i mprisonnent for not nore than 3 years, or
both. In the case of a second or subsequent
conviction for a knowi ng violation, a person
shall be subject to crimnal penalties of not
nore than $100, 000 per day of violation, or

i mprisonnent of not nore than 6 years, or

bot h.

Knowi ng Endangernent. Any person who

knowi ngly viol ates section 301, 302, 303, 306,
307, 308, 318 or 405 of the Act, or any permt
condition or limtation inplenenting any of
such sections in a permt issued under section
402 of the Act, and who knows at that time
that he thereby places another person in

i mm nent danger of death or serious bodily
injury, shall, upon conviction, be subject to
a fine of not nore than $250, 000 or

i mprisonnent of not nore than 15 years, or
both. In the case of a second or subsequent
conviction for a know ng endanger nment

viol ation, a person shall be subject to a fine
of not nore than $500, 000 or by inprisonnent
of not nore than 30 years, or both. An

organi zation, as defined in section
309(c)(3)(B)(iii) of the Act, shall, upon
conviction of violating the inmm nent danger
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provi sion, be subject to a fine of not nore
t han $1, 000, 000 and can be fined up to

$2, 000, 000 for second or subsequent

convi ctions.

d. Fal se Statenents. The Act provides that any
person who falsifies, tanpers with, or
knowi ngly renders inaccurate any nonitoring
devi ce or nethod required to be maintained
under this permt shall, upon conviction, be
puni shed by a fine of not nore than $10, 000,
or by inprisonnment for not nore than 2 years,
or both. If a conviction of a personis for a
violation commtted after a first conviction
of such person under this paragraph,
puni shrent is a fine of not nore than $20, 000
per day of violation, or by inprisonnment of
not nore than 4 years, or both. The Act
further provides that any person who know ngly
makes any fal se statenent, representation, or
certification in any record or other docunent
submtted or required to be maintai ned under
this permt, including nonitoring reports or
reports of conpliance or non-conpliance shall,
upon convi ction, be punished by a fine of not
nore than $10, 000 per violation, or by
i mprisonnent for not nore than 6 nonths per
viol ation, or by both.

C. Need to Halt or Reduce Activity not a Defense. It shal
not be a defense for the permttee in an enforcenent
action that it would have been necessary to halt or
reduce the permtted activity in order to maintain
conpliance with this permt.

D. Duty to Mtigate. The permttee nust take al
reasonabl e steps to mnimze or prevent any di scharge or
sl udge use or disposal in violation of this permt that
has a reasonabl e |ikelihood of adversely affecting human
heal th or the environment.

E. Proper Qperation and Mai ntenance. The permttee nust at
all times properly operate and maintain all facilities
and systens of treatment and control (and rel ated
appurt enances) which are installed or used by the
permttee to achieve conpliance with the conditions of
this permt. Proper operation and nai ntenance al so
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i ncl udes adequate | aboratory controls and appropriate
gual ity assurance procedures. This provision requires
t he operation of back-up or auxiliary facilities or
simlar systens which are installed by the permttee
only when the operation is necessary to achieve
conpliance with the conditions of the permt.

F. Bypass of Treatnment Facilities

1. Bypass not exceeding limtations. The permttee
may al |l ow any bypass to occur that does not cause
effluent limtations to be exceeded, but only if it
also is for essential maintenance to assure
efficient operation. These bypasses are not
subj ect to the provisions of paragraphs 2 and 3 of

this Part.
2. Not i ce.
a. Antici pated bypass. |If the permttee knows in

advance of the need for a bypass, it nust
submt prior notice, to the Director and |daho
Departnent of Environnmental Quality if
possi bl e at | east 10 days before the date of

t he bypass.

b. Unanti ci pated bypass. The permttee nust
submt notice of an unantici pated bypass as
requi red under Part 11.G (" Twenty-four Hour
Noti ce of Nonconpliance Reporting").

3. Prohi biti on of bypass.

a. Bypass is prohibited, and the Director nmay
t ake enforcenent action against the permttee
for a bypass, unless:

i) The bypass was unavoi dabl e to prevent
loss of life, personal injury, or severe
property danage;

ii) There were no feasible alternatives to
t he bypass, such as the use of auxiliary
treatnent facilities, retention of
untreated wastes, or mai ntenance during
normal periods of equi prent downti ne.
This condition is not satisfied if
adequat e back-up equi prent shoul d have
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been installed in the exercise of
reasonabl e engi neering judgnent to
prevent a bypass that occurred during
normal periods of equi prent downtime or
preventive nmai ntenance; and

iii) The permttee submtted notices as
requi red under paragraph 2 of this Part.

b. The Director may approve an anti ci pated
bypass, after considering its adverse effects,
if the Director determnes that it will neet
the three conditions |isted above in paragraph
3.a. of this Part.

G Upset Conditions

1.

Ef fect of an upset. An upset constitutes an
affirmati ve defense to an action brought for
nonconpl i ance with such technol ogy-based permt
effluent limtations if the permttee neets the
requi rements of paragraph 2 of this Part. No
determ nati on made during admnistrative review of
clai ns that nonconpliance was caused by upset, and
bef ore an action for nonconpliance, is final

adm ni strative action subject to judicial review

Condi ti ons necessary for a denonstration of upset.
To establish the affirmati ve defense of upset, the
perm ttee nust denonstrate, through properly

si gned, contenporaneous operating |ogs, or other
rel evant evi dence that:

a. An upset occurred and that the permttee can

identify the cause(s) of the upset;

b. The permitted facility was at the tinme being
properly operat ed;

C. The permttee submtted notice of the upset as

d. The permittee conplied with any renedi al
nmeasures required under Part 111.D, “Duty to
Mtigate.”

Burden of proof. |In any enforcenment proceedi ng,
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the permttee seeking to establish the occurrence
of an upset has the burden of proof.
H. Toxic Pollutants. The permttee nmust conply with

ef fl uent standards or prohibitions established under
Section 307(a) of the Act for toxic pollutants and with
standards for sewage sl udge use or disposal established
under section 405(d) of the Act within the time provided
in the regulations that establish those standards or
prohi bitions, even if the permt has not yet been

nodi fied to i ncorporate the requirenent.

Pl anned Changes. The permttee nust give notice to the
Director and |daho Departnent of Environmental Quality

as soon as possible of any planned physical alterations
or additions to the permtted facility whenever:

1. The alteration or addition to a permtted facility
may nmeet one of the criteria for determ ning
whether a facility is a new source as determned in
40 CFR 122.29(b); or

2. The alteration or addition could significantly
change the nature or increase the quantity of
pol l utants di scharged. This notification applies
to pollutants that are not subject to effluent
l[imtations in this permt.

3. The alteration or addition results in a significant
change in the permttee’ s sludge use or disposal
practices, and such alteration, addition, or change
may justify the application of permt conditions
that are different fromor absent in the existing
permt, including notification of additional use or
di sposal sites not reported during the permt
appl i cation process or not reported pursuant to an
approved | and application site.

J. Anti ci pated Nonconpliance. The permttee nust give
advance notice to the Director and | daho Departnent of
Environmental Quality of any planned changes in the
permtted facility or activity that may result in
nonconpliance with this permt.

| V. CGENERAL PROVI SI ONS

A Permt Actions. This permt may be nodified, revoked
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and reissued, or termnated for cause as specified in 40
CFR 122.62, 122.64, or 124.5. The filing of a request
by the permttee for a permt nodification, revocation
and rei ssuance, termnation, or a notification of

pl anned changes or antici pated nonconpl i ance, does not
stay any permt condition.

B. Duty to Reapply. |If the permttee intends to continue
an activity regulated by this permt after the
expiration date of this permt, the permttee nust apply
for and obtain a new permt. |In accordance with 40 CFR
122.21(d), and unless perm ssion for the application to
be submtted at a |later date has been granted by the
Director, the permttee nmust submt a new application at
| east 180 days before the expiration date of this
permt.

C. Duty to Provide Information. The permttee nust furnish
to the Director and | daho Departnent of Environnental
Quality, within the time specified in the request, any
information that the Director or |daho Departnent of
Environmental Quality may request to determ ne whet her
cause exists for nodifying, revoking and reissuing, or
termnating this permt, or to determne conpliance with
this permt. The permttee nust also furnish to the
Director or ldaho Departnment of Environnental Quality,
upon request, copies of records required to be kept by
this permt.

D. QG her Information. Wen the permttee becones aware
that it failed to submt any relevant facts in a permt
application, or that it submtted incorrect information
ina permt application or any report to the Director or
| daho Departnent of Environnmental Quality, it must
promptly submt such facts or information.

E. Signatory Requirenents. Al applications, reports or
information submitted to the Director and | daho
Departnent of Environmental Quality nust be signed and
certified as fol | ows.

1. Al permt applications nust be signed as foll ows:
a. For a corporation: by a responsible corporate
of ficer.
b. For a partnership or sole proprietorship: by
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a general partner or the proprietor,
respectively.

C. For a nunicipality, state, federal, or other
public agency: by either a principal
executive officer or ranking elected official.

Al reports required by the permt and ot her

i nformation requested by the Director or |daho
Departnent of Environmental Quality nust be signed
by a person described above or by a duly authorized
representative of that person. A personis a duly
aut hori zed representative only if:

a. The authorization is nmade in witing by a
person descri bed above;

b. The aut hori zation specifies either an
i ndi vidual or a position having responsibility
for the overall operation of the regul ated
facility or activity, such as the position of
pl ant manager, operator of a well or a well
field, superintendent, position of equival ent
responsibility, or an individual or position
havi ng overal |l responsibility for
environnental matters for the conpany; and

C. The witten authorization is submtted to the
Director and | daho Departnent of Environnental
Quality.

Changes to authorization. |[If an authorization

under Part IV.E. 2 is no |onger accurate because a
di fferent individual or position has responsibility
for the overall operation of the facility, a new
aut hori zation satisfying the requirements of Part

I V.E. 2. nmust be submtted to the Director and |Idaho
Departnent of Environnmental Quality prior to or
together with any reports, information, or
applications to be signed by an authori zed
representative.

Certification. Any person signing a docunent under
this Part nmust nake the follow ng certification:

"I certify under penalty of |law that this docunent
and all attachments were prepared under ny
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direction or supervision in accordance with a
system desi gned to assure that qualified personne
properly gather and eval uate the information
submtted. Based on ny inquiry of the person or
per sons who manage the system or those persons
directly responsible for gathering the information,
the information submtted is, to the best of ny
know edge and belief, true, accurate, and conplete.
| amaware that there are significant penalties for
submtting fal se information, including the
possibility of fine and inprisonment for know ng

vi ol ations. "

F. Availability of Reports. 1In accordance with 40 CFR 2,
information submtted to EPA pursuant to this permt may

be claimed as confidential by the permttee. In
accordance with the Act, permt applications, permts
and effluent data are not considered confidential. Any

confidentiality claimmnust be asserted at the tinme of
subm ssi on by stanping the words “confidential business
i nformati on” on each page contai ning such infornmation.
If no claimis nade at the time of subm ssion, EPA may
make the information available to the public w thout
further notice to the permttee. If aclaimis
asserted, the information will be treated in accordance
with the procedures in 40 CFR 2, Subpart B (Public

I nformation) and 41 Fed. Reg. 36902 through 36924
(Septenber 1, 1976), as anended.

G | nspection and Entry. The permttee nust allowthe
Director, lIdaho Departnent of Environnmental Quality, or
an aut horized representative (including an authorized
contractor acting as a representative of the
Adm nistrator), upon the presentation of credentials and
ot her docunents as may be required by law, to:

1. Enter upon the permttee's prem ses where a
regul ated facility or activity is |ocated or
conducted, or where records nust be kept under the
conditions of this permt;

2. Have access to and copy, at reasonable tines, any
records that nust be kept under the conditions of
this permt;

3. | nspect at reasonable tinmes any facilities,
equi pnent (i ncluding nonitoring and control
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equi pnent), practices, or operations regul ated or
required under this permt; and
4. Sanple or nonitor at reasonable tinmes, for the

pur pose of assuring permt conpliance or as
ot herwi se authorized by the Act, any substances or
paraneters at any | ocation.

H. Property Rights. The issuance of this permt does not

convey any property rights of any sort, or any exclusive
privileges, nor does it authorize any injury to persons
or property or invasion of other private rights, nor any
i nfringenent of state or local [aws or regul ations.

Transfers. This permt is not transferable to any
person except after notice to the Director. The
Director may require nodification or revocation and

rei ssuance of the permt to change the nane of the
permttee and incorporate such other requirenents as may
be necessary under the Act. (See 40 CFR 122.61; in
sone cases, nodification or revocation and rei ssuance is
mandat ory) .

J. State Laws. Nothing in this permt shall be construed
to preclude the institution of any | egal action or
relieve the permttee fromany responsibilities,
l[iabilities, or penalties established pursuant to any
applicable state |law or regul ati on under authority
preserved by Section 510 of the Act.

K. Reopener. This permt may be reopened to include any
appl i cabl e standard for sewage sludge use or disposal
promul gat ed under section 405(d) of the Act. The
Director may nodi fy or revoke and rei ssue the permt if
the standard for sewage sludge use or disposal is nore
stringent than any requirenents for sludge use or
di sposal in the permt, or controls a pollutant or
practice not limted in the permt.
